They  were  the  first  people  to 
extend  credit  to  me  when  I bought  my  first  Seated  Liberty  Half-  an  original  Very 
Fine  1875-P  which  I still  own  today-  as  a layaway  purchase." 

His  family  enabled  his  growth  in  numismatics  by  providing  an  understanding  of 
value  and  proper  research:  "I  truly  appreciate  the  ILNA  theme  of  knowledge  thru 
numismatics.  The  last  time  I submitted  a bio  to  the  ILNA  membership,  I noted  several 
prominent  numismatists  as  important  influences.  But  today,  I should  especially  credit 
my  friends  Casey  and  Andy  who  continue  to  be  excellent  mentors  and  colleagues. 
There  is  always  something  to  learn." 

Tim  enjoys  the  historical  aspects  of  coins-  whether  involving  die  varieties  or 
controversial  fare  such  as  the  1922  "Plain"  Lincoln  Cent  or  the  discovery  of 
uncirculated  bags  of  1 903-0  dollars  during  the  early  1 960's  in  U.S.  Treasury  vaults: 
"The  most  interesting  coins  have  a good  back-story,  unusual  feature  or  certain  appeal 
that  draws  us  to  them,"  Tim  states. 

Previous  career  experience  in  print  graphic  design  became  Tim's  greatest  contribution 
to  the  ILNA  membership  when  he  was  appointed  Editor  of  the  ILNA  Coin  Digest  upon 
election  to  the  ILNA  Board  of  Governors  in  2010.

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THE  (ALMOST)  UNCOLLECTIBLE 
TWENTY  CENT  PIECE  ^ 

BY  Mark  Benvenuto 


This  year  will  be  remembered  by  plenty  of  collectors  as  the  year  in  which 
the  Presidential  Dollars  series  went  the  way  of  the  dinosaurs.  Sure,  there  are 
still  some  made  for  those  of  us  in  the  collecting  community,  but  the  idea  of  a 
golden-colored  dollar  taking  over  for  the  venerable  dollar  bill  has  again  been 
sidetracked.  It's  hard  to  think  of  another  coin  that  got  less  use  by  the  public, 
but  there  is  one.  It's  the  short-lived,  none-too-loved,  twenty-cent  piece. 

For  a coin  that  was  issued  for  so  short  a time,  there  has 
been  quite  a bit  written  about  the  twenty-cent  piece. 
Plenty  of  people  have  commented  that  the  coin  was 
conceived  of  as  a way  to  put  excess  silver  from 
the  Comstock  Lode  to  good  use.  While  many 
authors  who  claim  this  may  just  be  parroting 
the  words  of  someone  who  wrote  before  them, 
this  claim  does  at  least  make 
nse.  More  recently,  it  ha 
been  claimed  that  this  new 
denomination  was  made 
as  a sort  of  competitor  to 
the  French  franc,  which 
was  one  of  the  major 
coins  of  the  day.  That  too 
is  conceivable,  although  the 
argument  could  just  as  easily 
made  that  British  coins  were 
the  internationally  accepted  coins 
of  their  day.  Certainly,  British  sovereigns  were  gold 
pieces  that  were  minted  at  several  cities  throughout  the  world  at  the  latter  half 
of  the  nineteenth  centur)',  and  used  almost  everywhere  that  Britain  had  some 
influence.  France  was  a big  player  on  the  world  stage,  but  one  can  argue  that 
a coin  designed  to  compete  with  theirs  was  one  designed  to  compete  with 
the  silver  medalists,  as  it  were.  But  whatever  the  reason,  or  combination  of 
reasons,  the  United  States  twenty-cent  piece  came  flowing  out  of  three  Mints 
in  1875.  The  west  coast  branch  Mint  at  San  Francisco  led  the  charge  with 
1,155,000  of  them.  The  smaller  Carson  City,  Nevada  Mint  put  out  133,290 
of  them.  And,  believe  it  or  not,  the  main  Mint  in  Philadelphia  trailed  a distant 
third,  with  36,91 0 of  these  new  coins,  including  2,790  proofs. 

Now,  all  in  all,  there  were  a lot  of  twenty-cent  pieces  when  these  horses  left 
the  gate.  Today  the  1 875-S  remains  the  coin  that  collectors  will  add  to  their 
collection,  especially  if  they  are  seeking  just  one  coin  for  a type  set.  Alter  all, 
it  is  simply  the  only  one  we  can  refer  to  as  a common  date.

By  1876,  apparently  the  twenty-cent  piece  was 
pegged  and  noted  as  a dud.  San  Francisco  was 
out  of  the  game,  and  did  not  produce  any.  Philly 
chipped  in  14,640,  including  1,260  proofs. 
Carson  City  ponied  up  1 0,000  of  these  new  silver 
pieces,  but  apparently  melted  almost  all  of  them 
down  shortly  after.  Today  there  are  estimates  that 
1 5 to  20  of  these  CC  rarities  survive;  and  they  always 
command  some  serious  attention  at  auctions. 


For  whatever  reason,  the  dies  for  all  the  twenty-cent  pieces  weren't  simply 
thrown  out,  and  in  1877  and  then  again  in  1878,  several  hundred  proo/s 
were  made  in  Philadelphia,  as  the  end  note  to  a short  and  under-loved  coin. 
And  that,  one  might  think,  is  that. 

There  is  however,  a bit  more  to  the  story  than  what  we  have  just  said.  It  may 
be  hard  to  find  twenty-cent  pieces  today,  and  it  may  be  even  harder  to  find 
aficionados  of  them.  But  someone  out  there  has  been  looking  very  closely  at 

these  coins,  and  has  uncovered  enough  varieties  that  they 
have  crept  into  some  of  the  price  guides.  Specifically, 
there  appear  to  be  several  1 875-S  varieties  from  which 
to  choose.  There  is  a clear  S.  There  is  also  a variety  called 
the  "over  horizontal  S,"  at  least  according  to  the  folks  at 
Krause  Publications  who  produce  "Coin  Prices."  There 
is  also  a variety  known  as  "S  as  $."  That's  really  rather  a 
lot  of  varieties  for  a single  Mint  and  a single  year.  This  is  the  sort  of  thing  that  is 
seen  more  often  in  early  U.S.  coinage,  those  coins  from  the  1 790's.  But  there 
we  have  it,  three  varieties  of  the  most  common  of  the  twenty-cent  pieces. 

Now,  we  can  hardly  imagine  that  three  varieties 
will  make  one  of  the  least  thought  of  coins  in  our 
nation's  history  into  a hot  collectible.  But  when 
one  considers  that  even  a well-heeled  collector 
probably  has  to  satisfy  himself  or  herself  with 
an  1 875-S,  an  1 875-CC,  and  possibly  a proof,  if 
they  were  lucky  enough  to  snare  one  at  auction, 
having  some  varieties  to  flesh  out  a collection  is 
probably  a good  thing. 

If  you  have  never  thought  seriously  about  the  short 
lived  United  States  twenty-cent  piece  and  adding  one 
or  two  to  your  own  collection,  don't  worry.  You're 
not  alone.  Most  collectors  probably  give  this  a wide 
berth.  But  there  are  a few  possibilities  out  there. 

Go  ahead  and  take  a look.

If  you  weren't  able  to  come  to  the  last  ILNA  Fall  Show,  you  really  missed  out 
on  a lot  of  fun  and  cool  stuff.  There  were  a lot  of  vendors  with  everything  from 
world  coins  to  U.S.  coins  and  currency  to  bullion.  1 had  a blast  looking  at 
stuff  and  buying  a little  too  much.  1 was  mainly  in  the  market  for  uncirculated 
wheat  pennies  from  1 920  to  1 933. 1 was  looking  for  toned  wheat  cents  also. 
You  would  be  surprised  what  you'll  run  across  at  these  shows  because  I found 
almost  everything  I was  looking  for.  Probably  my  favorite  coin  that  I bought 
at  that  show  was  a 1 929-D  penny  that  had  a partial  blue  toned  reverse.  Also 
at  that  show,  I presented  an  exhibit  on  counterfeit  coins  and  one  on  medals 
and  coins  made  to  commemorate  the  flights  of  astronaut  Alan  Shepard.

1 strongly  urge  anyone  to  make  an  exhibit  because  you  will  learn  so  much 
about  the  material  that  you  are  exhibiting.  In  a previous  issue,  I have  written 
some  guides  to  exhibiting  and  there  is  a link  to  a website  that  has  some  useful 
information  on  the  topic.  Here  is  an  excerpt  from  the  Spring,  2011  Digest: 

...an  exhibit  is  something  that  has  coins  in  it  to  display  but  also  has 
information  in  it  as  well.  First,  you  need  to  pick  a topic.  Just  think,  what 
is  a particular  area  of  coins  that  you  like  or  would  like  to  specialize 
in?  There  are  a lot  of  things  people  have  exhibited  in  the  past.  They 
have  exhibited  American  coins,  world  coins,  paper  money,  tokens  and 
medals,  numismatic  literature,  gold  coins,  elongated  coins,  errors,  and  the 
convention  theme  (201 2:  Knowledge  Thru  Numismatic  Books).  You  don't 
have  to  be  an  expert  in  what  you  are  going  to  exhibit  in  the  beginning, 
but  in  the  end  you  should  know  a lot.  Also,  don't  make  the  mistake  of 
focusing  too  much  on  your  coins  and  not  enougli  on  your  inforfiiation, 
because  if  a persoti  walks  by  your  exhibit  and  they  see  the  coin  but  no 
information,  it's  just  coin  to  them.  To  me,  1 would  say  that  the  most 
im[)ortant  f)art  of  your  exhibit  is  the  information.  Another  thing  (believe 
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it  or  not)  that  can  contribute  to  a winning  exhibit  is  color  coordination. 
You  might  want  colors  to  attract  viewers,  but  don't  go  overboard.  Other 
things  that  can  be  judged  are  creativity,  balance  (the  numismatic  material 
and  the  numismatic  information  should  be  balanced),  degree  of  difficulty, 
and  condition  (of  the  numismatic  material).  For  a more  complete  guide  on 
exhibiting  at  a coin  show  go  to  www.money.org.  At  the  top  of  the  page, 
scroll  over  "Numismatic  Events"  and  click  on  "Convention  Exhibits."

Even  if  you  don't  have  the  coins,  sometimes  a dealer  might  let  you  display 
some  of  his  coins.  You  have  to  plan  in  advance  and  manage  your  time  to  get 
an  exhibit  done,  though.  It  does  take  a lot  of  hard  work,  but  the  knowledge 
gained  is  well  worth  it.

THE  TWENTY  CENT  PIECE: 
A SECOND  LOOK 

BY  Timothy  Guest 


Reviewing  current  information  on  the  U.S.  Twenty  Cent  Piece  adds  to  the 
engaging  study  of  a coin  rejected  by  the  public  in  its  day.  In  a move  not 
consistent  with  other  coinage  of  the  period,  San  Francisco  in  a single  year 
manufactured  more  pieces  than  all  other  mintages  combined  for  this  single  type. 
Wierder  still,  Carson  City  outproduced  the  Philadelphia  mint  by  a factor  greater 
than  two  to  one  for  this  issue.  For  many  numismatists-  whether  hobbyists  or 
dealers-  how  the  story  translates  to  an  assessment  of  scarcity  and  value  shapes 
the  priority  of  future  purchases.  In  reprising  a theme  from  the  last  Digest,  the 
graph  below  demonstrates  the  buying  power  of  90%  U.S.  silver  coins  in  the 
context  of  a straight  trade  for  quality  key  and  semi-key  date  coins.  Two  scarce 
business  strikes,  the  1 875-P  and  1 876-P  U.S.  Twenty  Cent  coins  with  mintages 
of  36.91 0 and  1 4,640  respectively,  become  our  leverage  coins  of  this  issue. 
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Leverage  90%  silver  U,S,  commons 
against  1 875-P  and  1876-P  20^  in  XF

Unlike  other  Seated  Liberty  coins,  LIBERTY  on  the  scroll  is 
raised  rather  than  incuse.  It  is  a high  point  and  more  subject  to 
wear.  Becuase  of  this,  a twenty  cent  grading  Fine  will  be  missing 
letters  of  LIBERTY.  A Very  Fine  will  Iwe  full  LIBERTY  showing 
some  wear  with  detail  visible  in  Libert\''s  hair  and  complete  gown 
line  at  her  breast.  An  Extra  Fine  will  show  LIBERTY  sharp  with 
raised  scroll  edges.  In  addition,  the  shoulder  clasp  and  cap  will 
be  strong  with  definition  visible  between  Libert/s  gown  and 
leg  at  the  foot.  Mint  luster  may  be  present.  Star  centers  will 
be  visible  except  on  weakly  struck  examples.  It  is  normal  for 
eagle's  breast  feathers  to  be  weakly  strucL  Greater  definition 
improves  the  possibility  of  a higher  split  or  plus  grade.

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Coinciding  with  the  Central  States  Show  in  Schaumburg  April  18-21,  the  Profes- 
sional Numismatists  Guild  (PNG)  voted  in  a general  meeting  of  its  membership 
to  accept  the  following  definition  of  coin  doctoring.  Steve’s  comments  follow. 


Coin  doctoring  refers  to  the  alteration  of  any  portion  of  a coin,  when  that 
process  includes  any  of  the  following: 

1 ) Movement,  addition  to,  or  otherwise  altering  of  metal,  so  that  a coin  appears 
to  be  in  a better  state  of  preservation,  or  more  valuable  than  it  otherwise  would 
be.  A few  examples  are  plugging,  whizzing,  polishing,  engraving,  "lasering" 
and  adding  or  removing  mint  marks. 

2)  Addition  of  any  substance  to  a coin  so  that  it  appears  to  be  in  a better  state  of 
preservation  or  more  valuable  than  it  otherwise  would  be.  The  use  of  solvents 
and/or  commercially  available  dilute  acids,  such  as  jeweiuster,  by  qualified 
professionals  is  not  considered  coin  doctoring. 

3)  Intentional  exposure  of  a coin  to  any  chemicals,  substances,  or  processes  which 
impart  toning,  such  that  the  coin  appears  to  be  in  a better  state  of  preservation  or 
more  valuable  than  it  otherwise  would  be.  Naturally  occurring  toning  imparted 
during  long-term  storage  using  established/traditional  methc^s,  such  as  coin 
albums,  rolls,  flips,  or  envelopes,  does  not  constitute  coin  doctoring. 

I was  fortunate  to  be  one  of  the  PNC  attendees  at  our  April  1 7th  meeting 
prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  Central  States  Coin  Show.  At  that  meeting,  a 
vote  was  taken  to  accept  a new  definition  for  coin  doctoring.  I voted  in  favor 
of  this  new  definition  and  am  pleased  to  announce  that  it  was  passed  by  a 
vote  of  58-1 . 

Crowing  up  in  the  coin  industry  where  sometimes  even  basic  publications 
told  you  how  to  properly  clean  and  dip  a coin  has  led  to  confusing  debate 
and  reinterpretation.  NCC  has  a department  called  Numismatic  Conservation 
Services  (NCS),  which  in  their  words  has  a proper  way  to  conserve  a coin. 
Who  is  to  say  what  they  do  now  is  correct  or  what  we  did  in  the  1970's, 
80's,  and  90's  was  correct?  PNC  took  the  lead  and  set  forth  guidelines  going 
forward  on  what  would  be  considered  coin  doctoring.  1 am  very  glad  I am 
directly  involved  with  an  organization  that  can  take  the  lead  on  making  this 
decision.  I believe  the  new  guidelines  are  very  fair-  especially  in  protecting 
the  consumer  as  far  as  misleading  the  appearance  of  a coin.  The  public  needs 
to  be  aware  that  we  are  looking  out  on  their  behalf  not  to  mislead  them,  but 
also  to  understand  that  the  way  coins  were  preserved  ten  or  tifteen  years  ago 
does  not  make  them  intentionally  altered  coins  today.

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The  ILNA  Spring,  2012  Board  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Quality  Inn, 
Bradley,  Illinois  on  Sunday,  May  20th,  2012. 


ROLL  CALL 

President  Steve  Harrison  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  3:05pm.  Also  in  attendance 
were  Secretary  John  Schikora,  Treasurer  Bill  Burd,  Chairman  of  the  Board  Steve 
Butler,  Governors  Jim  Paicz,  Richard  Prouty,  Tim  Guest  and  Joyce  Paicz.  Vice 
President  Andrew  Reiber  was  in  attendance  via  internet  Skype.  Brian  Jaskierski 
and  Brian  Heil  arrived  at  3;23pm.  There  were  two  guests  present,  Michael  Doran 
and  Eugene  Freeman. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Steve  Harrison  asked  the  board  for  approval  of  the  minutes  from  the  February  26, 201 2 
meeting  which  were  e-mailed  March  5,  2012.  Bill  Burd  made  a motion  to  accept  the 
minutes,  seconded  by  Jim  Paicz,  passed  unanimously.  Harrison  stated  he  wants  all 
board  members  to  contribute  writing  articles  for  the  Digest.  Tim  Guest  added  article 
contribution  would  help  promote  growth  throughout  the  organization.  Harrison  also 
suggested  making  the  D/gest  available  in  a PDF  format  for  members  wishing  to  receive 
the  Digest  via  e-mail.  The  board  was  informed  a discount  printing  card  is  being  finalized 
for  use  at  Office  Max,  once  complete  it  can  be  used  by  any  board  member.  Harrison 
mentioned  he  attended  a meeting  of  the  Chicago  Coin  Club  and  would  like  ILNA  to 
work  more  closely  with  them.  He  also  suggested  that  ILNA  members  attend  a meeting 
and  consider  becoming  a member.  At  this  year's  ILNA  convention  Harrison  said  he 
would  like  to  have  an  open  board  meeting  which  would  allow  individuals  attending 
the  show  to  sit  in.  After  discussion  the  board  decided  on  Friday  September  1 4,  201 2 
at4;00pm  to  hold  the  meeting  which  will  be  held  on  the  bourse  floor.  Lastly,  Harrison 
announced  to  the  board  he  would  be  seeking  another  term  as  ILNA  President. 

SECRETARY'S  REPORT 

John  Schikora  informed  the  board  there  will  be  a balloted  election  this  year.  The 
board  will  vote  on  an  independent  accounting  firm  to  handle  the  election  ballots 
and  report  the  results  to  ILNA.  Schikora  said  one  firm  has  responded  and  is  waiting 
for  replies  from  two  others.  Ballots  will  be  mailed  to  all  regular  and  life  members 
of  ILNA.  The  ballot  mailing  date  will  be  August  1 , 201 2 and  the  postmark  deadline 
date  for  returned  ballots  is  August  27, 2012.  All  ballots  postmarked  after  the  deadline 
date  will  remain  unopened  and  subsequently  shredded.  The  accounting  firm  will 
report  the  results  to  ILNA  by  September  12,  2012  along  with  all  counted  ballots. 
Upon  receipt  of  the  ballots,  the  election  committee  will  count  the  ballots  to  confirm 
their  results  correlate  with  the  accounting  firms.  Richard  Prouty  made  a motion  to 
accept  the  report  as  read,  seconded  by  Bill  Burd,  passed  unanimously.

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DIGEST  EDITOR'S  REPORT 

Tim  Guest  stated  he  has  an  article  by  an  ILNA  member  discussing  the  United 
States  20  cent  piece  which  will  be  published  in  the  summer  Digest.  Guest  also 
suggested  an  article  be  written  about  the  Professional  Numismatic  Guild  and  their 
recently  published  rules  defining  coin  doctoring.  Since  Steve  Harrison  is  a recently 
elected  PNG  Dealer  Guest  asked  Harrison  if  he  would  like  to  help  write  an  article, 
Harrison  agreed.  Guest  also  added  that  any  articles  submitted  by  ILNA  members 
for  publication  would  be  greatly  appreciated. 

LIBRARY  BOOK  REPORT 

Andrew  Reiber  stated  there  enough  books  on  hand  for  distribution  to  48  libraries 
this  year.  Reiber  said  he  would  check  with  Whitman  Publishing  to  see  if  he  could 
get  a discount  rate  on  the  red  book.  Bill  Burd  added  ILNA  has  seven  different  book 
titles  on  hand  for  distribution  and  also  suggested  Reiber  check  on  the  ANA  Grading 
Guide  for  a discount  purchase.  Burd  and  Reiber  will  also  write  an  article  for  the 
show  Digest  about  the  ILNA  Library  Book  Program. 

NATIONAL  NUMISMATIC  LEADERS 

Jim  Paicz  and  Andrew  Reiber  are  set  up  as  administrators  on  the  National 
Numismatic  Leaders  website  which  is  NNLG.com.  As  administrators  they  will  help 
enroll  prospective  members  and  begin  accepting  applications  in  June  2012. 

BOURSE  CHAIRMAN'S  REPORT 

ILNA  member  Eugene  Freeman  presented  the  board  a proposal  for  a merit  badge 
activity  patch  to  be  held  in  conjunction  with  the  ANA's  201 3-201 5 conventions.  This 
patch  would  be  awarded  to  scouts  who  attend  the  ANA  convention  and  perform  a 
list  of  requirements.  The  activity  patch  would  be  updated  each  year  the  individual 
scout  attends  and  completes  the  list  of  requirements.  The  "Scouting  at  the  ANA" 
program  was  approved  at  the  ANA;  however,  they  will  not  fund  it. 

Mr.  Freeman  asked  if  ILNA  would  consider  funding  the  program.  After  discussion 
the  board  agreed  the  program  was  a good  idea  and  asked  Mr.  Freeman  to  submit 
a cost  proposal  for  the  board  to  review  and  decide  upon.  Jim  Paicz  suggested 
having  Young  Numismatist  meetings  at  ILNA  conventions  each  year  to  help  build 
the  organization.  He  also  informed  the  board  the  201 2 show  theme  is  "Knowledge 
through  Numismatic  Books"  suggested  by  Bill  Burd.  Paicz  said  he  talked  with 
Chicago  Coin  Club  Secretary  Carl  Wolf  who  would  like  to  do  a seminar  covering 
beginning  coin  collecting  and  present  it  annually  at  the  ILNA  show.  Morrison 
Security  informed  ILNA  they  will  use  mirrors  to  check  underneath  dealer  vehicles 
for  planted  GPS  devices.  Paicz  said  he  will  check  with  Morrison  about  using  an 
electronic  device  for  easier  GPS  detection. 

Paicz  informed  the  board  that  Consumer  Cellular  offers  AARP  members  a free 
cell  phone  with  100  minutes  for  a $35  activation  fee  and  a $10  monthly  fee.  He 
recommended  purchasing  the  phone  for  use  at  the  coin  shows  held  in  Tinley  Park. 
The  costs  will  be  charged  one  third  to  ILNA  and  two  thirds  to  Greater  Chicago  Coin 
and  Currency.  After  discussion  the  board  approved  the  purchase.  The  costs  of  the 
2012  show  are  convention  center  rental  $1 7,500,  electrical  $500  and  concession 
stand  $400.  Paicz  addressed  the  board  concerning  the  concession  stand  cost  with 
the  dealer  food  coupon  dollars.  He  stated  if  the  coupon  dollars  were  to  continue, 
the  dealer  table  rates  would  have  to  be  increased  to  cover  rising  convention  center 
costs.  After  discussion  Bill  Burd  made  a motion  to  discontinue  the  dealer  food
